The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 8-12 and 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The claims which add the flow tube 
position as extending through the dispenser body and fluid container at least partially 
toward central portions of the dispenser body and fluid container in combination with the 
tube being at least partially connected to an interior side wall as is now claimed in 
claims 8 and 16 appears to be a combination of the two embodiments shown in Figures 
1 -4 and 5-8. There doesn't appear to be any suggestion for this combination. Nor is 
there any suggestion for the planar cap plate of Figures 5-8 with the sidewall connection 
of Figure 1-4 as claimed in claim 10 and 19 or the spacer claimed in claims 12 and 20. 

It is noted that applicant has not shown where there is support for this 
combination.
